Thousands of Frenzied Negroes 
Create Panic at Philadelphia. 


SCORES HURT; 70 ARRESTS. 


Arbitration Calls Off War on ‘“‘Clana- 
man” Until Today. 


r 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 22.—[Special.)— 
Rioting by fuily 8,000 negroes was caused to- 
night by a scheme of the press agent of the 
Rev. Thomas Dixon's Clans man,“ which 
not only got beyond his control but for nearly 
an hour defied the efforts of squads of police 
to control. 

During the disorder nearly every car line 
in the center of the city was blocked, windows 
were broken, panic reigned inside of the Wal- 
nut Street theater, where the play was on, 
and scores of blacks were injured more or 
less seriously. About seventy negroes were 
placed under arrest and twenty were sent to 
hospitals, 

At last Director of Public Safety McKenty 
and Mayor Weaver's friend, Frederick J. 
Shoyer, managed to be heard, and upon a 
promise of arbitration at the mayor's office 
in the morning the negroes dispersed. Hardly 
a handful remained to see the play, which 
may be suppressed by the authorities tomor- 
row. 

Employs Men to Lead Mob. 

Following a plan he had introduced into 
other cities, the press agent of The Clans- 
man” last week induced three negro minis- 
ters to make a protest to the mayor not to 
allow the play to be given here on account of 
„ recent lynchings in the south,” Ciroulars 
were (distributed in the black belts, which 
are numerous, as there are 60,000 blacks in 
Philadelphia. Incendiary placards. were 
posted. This was followed this afternoon 
by hundreds of postal cards through the 
black colonies, signed with fictitious names, 
and calling upon all negroes to march upon 
the theater tonight and destroy it. A few 
blacks were bought to lead the mobs on. 

At 7 o'clock gangs of negroes began to 
march down upon the playhouse. Some were 
armed with clubs and others flourished re- 
volvers. Whisky circulated freely, and by 
8 o'clock it was seen that the thing had be- 
come serious. Then a thousand yelling blacks 
blocked the street before the theater, tying 
up the car service, 

Two squads of reserves had been sent 
down, but these had their hands full in pro- 
| tecting the theater goers. By the time the 
curtain had gone up at 8:30 the mob in the

with the roars of the negroes outside, had 
stirred the audience to a pitch of madness. 

Down upon the negroes came charging the 
bluecoats, and clubs whacked against heads. 
The blacks resisted, and from the inner part 
of the mob and from behind stalled trolley 
cars came reports of pistols. At once the 
police began to fire in the air and the blacks 
began to retreat. 

One negro hit a policeman with a stone 
and he fired three shots point blank at him, 
a bullet striking the negro in the leg. At this 
the rage of the mob again broke forth, and a 
call was sent for more police and for fire 
engines to turn hose on the crowds. Win- 
dows began to fall under the rain of stones, 
and in the stalled cars men and women sat 
helpless in the midst of the mob. 


High Official to Rescue. 


Director of Public Safety McKenty had 
been sent for and with him came Frederick 
J. Shoyer, Mayor Weaver's friend, Both 
men are fearless, and while the police and 
blacks were fighting they managed to galn 
the steps of the theater. MchKenty has a 
megaphonic voice and it boomed out over 
the noise of battle. Police stopped the fight- 
ing as they recognized their chief and the 
negroes did the same, 

Immediatly three negro ministers detached 
themselves from the mob and approached 
McKenty. They demanded that he close the 
For a time the director delib- 
erated with them and then finally agreed to 
a conference tomorrow morning. This was 
announced to the blacks and thewmob began 
to melt away. Late tonight the prisoners 
were released,

DIET OF COCOANUTS FAILURE 


Berlin Philosophers, Who Located on 
Pacific Island, Die of Exposure.

BERLIN, Oct. 22.—The simple lif>” 
proved too complex for the group of Ger- 
man authors, painters, and philosophers who 
tried to follow it on the island of Kabakon 
in the Bismarck archipelago. 

They were eager to start life afresh under 
physicgl conditions approximating those of 
primitive man. They formed a colony under 
the name of the Sun Brothers,“ in allusion 
to their wish to enjoy permanent sun baths in 
the costume of Adam. Their food was to be 
limited to nuts and fruit. Their labor was 
to consist of tilling the land and tending their 
herds. 

The enterprise proved as brief as it was 
simple. Herr Lutzow, the author, and Herr 
Engelhardt, the philosopher, have died from 
the combined result of exposure from not 
wearing clothes and exhaustion from in- 
adequate diet. The natives killed Herr Bett- 
man, the philosopher. The others have re- 
turned in despair to civilization. 


Colony Founded in 1903. 

The Sun Brothers founded their colony on 
the island of Kabakon, in the South Pacific, in 
1008. The leaders were August Englebardt, a 
vegetarian, physician, and philosopher of 
Munioh, and Max Lutzow, musical director of 
one of the Berlin theaters. 

Dngiehardt’s philosophy was the simple 
Ute. He believed in life in the tropics, where 
man could go naked, eat nuts and fruit, drink 
only water, and work only when he felt in- 
clined. Such a life he believed would mean 
absolute freedom from sickness and would 
enable those who lived it to carry out great 
ideas in literature, arts, and the sciences. 

A number of authors, painters, and writers, 
converted to Englehardt’s philosophy, agreed 
to put it to a practical test. 

Located Eden in Pacific. 

The spot chosen for the new Eden was the 
island of. Kabakon, in German New Guinea, 
and belongs to the New Lauenburg group, 
which ig situated in the Bismarck archipel- 
ago, between New Pommern and New Meck- 
lenburg. It is one mile from Herbertghoehe, 
the seat of the government, and half a mile 
from Mioko. 

The island is an ideal Eden, It is, in fact, 
one big cocoanut, banana, and papaya plan- 
tation of 7,000 trees, 165 acres in size, with 
extpaordinary fertility, and bearing gaat 
ally all the other famous tropical fruits, man 
goes, breadstuffs, pineapples, oranges, — 
ons, and has a good annual crop of sweet po- 
tatoes, to, yams, tarpon, suger cane, tallia 
nuts, gallip, and other tropical oddities, 

En le hardt ane his companions established 
themselves on the island and lived up to ther 
theory, They went naked, They ate c- 
nuts and fruits, They bathed in the sea, They 
lived in the sunshine,

There are plenty of men in active business 
and politica] life who are full of the memories 
of the bitter struggle between Hayes and 
Tilden, the uncertainty of which nearly led 
to a second civil war and the extraordinary 
expedient of the electoral commission, which 
averted the disaster, Hayes was elected in 
1876, which is only thirty years ago. If the 
senate were still a congregation of gray- 
beards, an old man’s club, one would expect 
to find many still sitting there who partici- 
pated in that strange political episode which 
came so near to destroying the political life 
of the nation. 


Allison Took Seat in 78. 

Yet the records show that Iowa's grand 
old man, Senator Allison, is actually the 
only one who has hed continuous service since 
the days of the electoral commission, and he 
actually dates back to the last Grant adminis- 
tration, having been elected to succeed Sen- 
ator Harlan, taking his seat March 4, 1878, 
thirty-three years ago 

Just to point the moral and to show how 
young the senate hae become without any- 
body. knowing it, it is perhaps worth while 
ealling attention to the fact that fifty-eight 
members of the house have had more than 
ten years’ service. That body, therefore, 
has more than twice as many s as 
the senate who by reason of their decade of 
experience could claim to be seasoned legis- 
lators, and this, too, in spite of the fact that 
this has involved at least six terms of service 
and appeals to the people, as compared to not 
more than two elections of the majority of the 
senate. 

The fashion of electing representatives 
steadily, and of changing senators, seems to 
be becoming so common that if the process 
goes on much longer the house of representa- 
tives will become the conservative branch of 
congress, and the senate will be reserved for 
the hothea ds and the flrebrands of politics. 
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loff islands contains the germ of a nasty ques- 
tion. Edwin W. Sims, district attorney at 
Chicago, was sent by the president to Alaska 
last summer to investigate the condition of 
the seal herd. Mr. Sims arrived at his des- 
tination the day after the killing was done. 

He found the Japanese guilty of poaching 
and upheld the Americans in their defense of 
the herd. The Japanese had done fearful 
slaughter among the animals and a serious 
injury would have befallen had they been 
permitted to have continued their work. 

Mr. Hanthara of the Japanese embassy, 
who was sent to Alaska to inquire into the 
incident, returned to Washington on Satur- 
day. His report has been presented to the 
Japanese government and will be used asa 
basis for ‘representation to the United States, 
perhaps for an indemnity. 

It may be said authoritatively that under 
no circumstances will the United States pay 
money to Japan for the lives of the men 
shot in the act of poaching. Mr. Sims’ rt 
makes such action out of the question. It is 
believed the good sense of the Japanese gov- 
ernment will prevent it from pressing a mat- 
ter which can only bring it a rebuff. . 


Demand for Jap Exclusion. 


The serious question remaining ie that of 
Japanese exclusion. California is pressing 
for a law similar to the Chinese exclusion 
get. During the last session of congress the 
house committee on foreign affaire held hear- 
ings, at which it was told that the Japanese 
were coming ‘to California at the rate of a 
thousand a month, and that the Japanese 
live, if that is possible, under poorer condi- 
tions than do the Chinese. California claims 
that if she is to be white, both the Chinese 
and Japanese must be kept out. Organized 
labor is supporting her in this demand. 

Japan sought some years ago to prevent 
trouble over the immigration question by di- 
recting its emigrants not to go to the United 
States. It was hoped the acquisition of Co- 
rea and the control of Manchuria would di- 
vert the Japanese to those countries, but such 
fs not entirely the case. 

“We do not want to send our emigrants 
to poor countries to help build up poor coun- 
tries“ a Japanese statesman told Represent- 
ative McKinley of California, because they 
can get rich easy and make money while 
they are staying abroad and then come 
home.“ 

Japan has now said it will not submit to 
the indignity of an exclusion act. Anything 
of the kind is impossible at present, because 
there is no general sentiment among the 
American people for it. But the agitation 
on the Pacific slope is of serious importance, 
for to the great mass of the Japanese the 
threats of the Californians will be accepted 
as the threats of the United States, and if 
any Japanese be outraged the government 
at Tokio cannot sit tamely and permit the 
incident to, pass without grave remonstrance. 
The distant question in American and Japg- 
nese relations is that of the control of the 
Pacific. The immediate and pressing one is 
that of bitter treatment of the Japauese by 
the California people. 


WILSON SNIFFS AT BEEF POOL. 


Secretary of Agriculture Points Out 
That Laws, Juries, and Persons 
May Prevent Big Combine. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.— [Special. 
When Seretary Wilson's attention was called 
to a report that all the big packing houses 
were to be taken over by a great English 
holding company, he sniffed contemptuously 
and said sententiously: 

We have a bureau of corporations whose 
agents are specially charged with looking 
into matters of this kind. 

We have a department of justice whose 
machinery was designed to be used in just 
such a case as this. 

“We have our own attorneys general to 
talk to grand juries. 

We have grand juries rah listen and to in- 
dict. 

We have petit juries. 

And we have penitentiaries.”’

Hearst Wins Emblem Fight. 


The Independence league has won its fight 
against Tammany Hall in the matter of the 
use of the emblem of the league, which is a 
pair of scales. 

The decision of the board of elections 
today that Tammany cannot file independent 
nominations under this emblem is far reach- 
ing in importance and is likely to further 
complicate the democratic situation locally. 

When the Independence league, which 
probably is the only incorporated political 
party in this country, announced that it was 
going to put third candidates in many con- 
gress, senate, and assembly districts, the 
Tammany leaders undertook to head off the 
league, and these leaders—or rather their 
candidates, who had been regularly nomi- 
nated in the convention—began to circulate 
‘petitions among the Independence league 
voters. Some got the required number of 
signatures. Among these candidates was 
Francis Burton Harrison, who has been 
nominated for congress. When Harrison 
came to file his petition the question was 
raised by the league as to his authority to 
use the emblem. Counsel declared only the 
executive committee, composed of Max Ihm- 
son and a few other close friends of Hearst, 
could authorize the use of the emblem, and 
the contention has been upheld. 


Davis’ Petition Sanctioned. 


The board then sanctioned the petition of 
H. B. Davis, the regular Independence league 
candidate. This means that, wherever the 
executive committee stands for the petitioner 
he will get the nomination, provided his pe- 
tition is in legal form. This also means that 
the bitterness that now exists between Tam- 
many, as an organization, and Mr. Hearst 
will be increased. 

The Tammany men will take the case of 
Mr. Harrison to the Supreme court. 

The Independence league held a meeting at 
Madison Square garden, where all who could 
get inside heard William R. Hearst and other 
candidates of the league and the democratic 
ticket, The Tammany Hall committee, which 
had planned to tour the city tonight in auto- 
mobiles, holding many outdoor meetings, 
abandoned the trip in deference to the gath- 
ering at the garden. 


Hearst Attacks New York Papers. 

Mr. Hearst in his speech said: 

While I have been away New York news- 
papers have been lying as industriously, and 
persistently, and recklessly as ever. They 
have had this time a little assistance on the 
side from ‘Boss’ Murphy, the gentleman: 
whom the newspapers have declared to be so 
enthusiastically for me. Murphy said that 
Judge Rosalsky had been put on our ticket 
for pay, but when Murphy was put on oath 
before the grand jury he was compelled to 
retract and admit that the statement was un- 
founded and reckless. 

There has never been a more disgraceful 
spectacle in American journalism than this 
long line of envious editors viciously howling 
their lies to heaven like dogs baying at the 
moon. 

There has never been a more pitiful sight 
than the crowd of New York newspaper pro- 
prietors, degenerate exponents of commer- 
clalism rather than journalism, who are 
spotted from head to foot with the mire in 
which they have been wallowing.” 

Charles E, Hughes, the republican nomi- 
nee for governor, after a talk with State 
Chairman Timothy L. Woodruff, spoke at 
Kingston tonight: Mr. Hughes will be away 
ten days.

BALLOON BRATS AN AUTO, 
Two Aerial Racing Bags Ascend from 
' Pittefield, Mass., to Make Meteoro- 
logical Experiments—Motors Fol- 
lew Their Course in Endeavor to 
Reach Landing Spot Within Third 
of an Hour After Aecronauts Come 
‘Deoewn—Fail to Make the Time. 


Pittsfield, Mass., Oct. 22.—[{Special.j—In a 
race between balloons and automobiles here 
today the balloon won by five minutes. 

The two racing balloons were the Centaur 
and Lorient. The latter outsaiied the for- 
mer by three hours anda half, and beat the 
automobile by the narrow margin stated. 
‘The L’Orient landed in the little mountain 


fifty-seven miles from the start. The Cen- 
taur came down in Bennington, Vt., thirty 
miles from thie city. 

The automobiles started in a pursuit race 
when the baloons ascended, with the object 
of reaching the place of landing; wherever 
it might be, within twenty minutes of the 
time that the first balloon reached the earth. 
In one of these cars was Courtland Field 
‘Bishop of New York, representing the Aero 
Club ‘of America. The othere carried Floyd 
Knight and William Archibald, réspective- 
U. of Pittsfield and Springfield. 

The balloons rose at 10:20 4. m. The Cen- 
taur carried Charles T. Walsh, pilot, and 
‘Maj. Samuel Reber and Capt. Charles F. 
Chandler of the signal corps, U. 8. A. L/Ori- 
ent was piloted by Leo Stevens, who had as 
his companion Homer W. Hedge, presi- 
dent of the Aero Club of America. 

The balloons were in sight of each other 
for about three hours, and after them sped 
the three automobiles. The Centaur was 
slightly behind L’Orient in crossing the Ver- 
mont border, and after getting over Benning- 
ton, Pilot Walsh decided to land. The de- 
scent was successfully accomplished at Ben- 
‘nington, on the slope of Woodford mountain. 


Beats Auto Five Minutes. 

Tweny-five minutes after the Centaur 
landed in Bennington an automobile driven 
by Floyd Knight stopped by the side of the 
car. Half an hour iater the automobile driven 
by C. F. Bishop arrived. 

Both these machines had followed the bal- 
loons as an experiment, although both air- 
ships were out of sight much of the time. 

The occupants of the Centaur said on land- 
ing that they considered their object accom- 
plished and that their trip had been highly 
successful from a scientific standpoint. The 
Centaur reached a height of 6,200 feet. 


Heat Intense Above Clouds. 

After seeing the Centaur descend Pilot 
Stevens of L’Orient decided to keep on. 
Twenty-seven more miles of southern Vor- 
mont was traversed, and at 4:80 L’Orient 
came down in Jamaica. Mr. Stevens said 
that L’Orient went 8,000 feet into the air. 

Above the clouds the heat was so intense 
that all outside clothing had to be discarded. 
At one time the thermometer registered 106°.

FIGHTS LIVE GERMS-WITH DEAD 


Famous British Doctor Explains to 
Philadelphians How His “Opsonioc 
Index Cures Disease. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 22.—[Speoial. Sir 
Almeroth B. Wright, a famous pathologist, 
in charge of St. Mary's hospital, London, 
lectured .tonight on his discovery, the “ 
sonic index, at the College of Physicians, be- 
fore more than 100 of the most prominent 
physicians and surgeons in Philadelphia. - 

Sir Almeroth declares he has discovered a 
method by which not only tuberculosis, but 
all germ diseases, can be cured by a kind of 
vactination. He believes that inoculation 
with the dead germs of a disease gives the 
blood power to destroy the living germs. For 
instance, in a case of typhoid fever a patient 
is vaccinated with dead typhoid germe. 

By the aid of a series of charts founded 
on experiments he showed how it is possible 
for a physician, immediately after such inoc- 
ulation, to see if the “‘ Opsonic power ot the 
blood has been increased, and £0 regu- 
late the treatment by means of dead germs 
with great accuracy.

The United States consulk in foreign 
countries report a large importation of 
cottonseed ofl for use in adulteration of 
olive oil. The retailer in this country may 
sell what he receives from the wholesaler 
in confidence that it is genuine olive oil. 
The wholesaler and the importer may 
scrupulously refrain from adulterating the 
oil received, or, more probably, may dose 
it Überally with cottonseed oil. But at 
the source of supply, the little plantation 
in some remote Italian valley, the 8 
farmer has added to the product of his 
presses an amount of cottonseed oi! equal 
to one-third the whole. Care on the part 
of all who handle the oil in this country 
to keep it pure is of no avail if it is al- 
ready mixed with the cheaper American 
cottonseed oll. 

This adulteration, which takes abroad 
annually over $13,000,000 worth of be vee 
seed oil to be brought back disguised as 
olive oil, would not be possible except: for 
the fact that experts cannot detect the 
adulterated from the pure article.

_ AMERICAN MEN ALL ALIKE, 

The assertion of Dr. Emil Reich that 
American men are all on a psychological 
level and have as much diversification of 
interest as a prairie has of altitude is well 
worth a little thought. The American 
nation,” says Dr. Reich, “is simply a series 
of John P. Smiths. Any one who ventures 
to express an opinion that ie not a general 
one is looked on as a crank or « mad: 
man.” Following this statement the crit- 
ie described a lynching which he witnessed. 
Some one cried, Lynch bim!“ and the 
crowd took it up, one after another joining 
the cry until there was a mob spirit 
aroused which affected even the observ 
ing foreigner. The Frenchman and the 
American are put in the same clase, each 
being so constructed that if “ two, five, or 
nine persons become enthusiastic about 
something the whole nation goes mad.” 

The English are presented in direct con- 
tradiction to this type. An English crowd 
| is composed of many individuals—a ger 
tleman, an officer, a clerk, a workingman.” 
Some one cries “ Lynch him!” in such a 
crowd, but the volume of indignation is not 
there. ‘There are so many differences of 
opinion that it is impossible to arouse 
enough of indignation to make the re- 
quired momentum for a lynching. 

There may be something in the history 
of the American and French republics to 
account for the evenness of temperament 
which has been mentioned. For more than 
a century in both countries the ancient 
barriers of society have been broker down. 
“ Liberty, Equality, Fraternity” is a 
motto which tende toward the level prairie 
of life, if it is carried out in actual prac- 
tice. Democracy may be reeponsible for 
what the foreign observer noticed with 
wonder. 

The American colonists long ago refused 
to permit the introduction of any orders of 
society. They kept from their new civil- 
igation the barons and dukes of the old. 
Even the things which tended somewhat 
toward the differentiation of classes were 
cast_aside as the years passed by and the 
notions of the “rights of man” became 
increasingly popular. The ideas of the 
declaration of independence, growing in 
power, swept away the slight barriers of 
religious establishment or constitutional 
limitation until the democratic spirit dom- 
inated everything. . Pa 

Our political system led to further lev- 
eling. The man of property was forced to 
the level of the average in order to gain 
the coveted votes. The man from the 
lowliest walks of life found it possible to 
rise until he was able to mold a mighty 
state’s decrees and shape the whisper of 
the throne.” Men in America wanted to 
be alike. They copied one another. They 
do it yet. It is part of their life. One of 
the charges made against a certair woman 
in Massachusetts many years ago to prove 
her a witch wae that she was “ not like 
other women.“ No American man wants 
to have it said of him that he is unlike 
those with whom his lot is cast. The im- 
migrant makes it his business to become 
like the American just as soon as he can. 
Dr. Reich's statement is not necessarily 
a criticism of American manhood. It is 
simply a recognition of. the accomplish- 
ment of what has been striven for by the 
Americans for a century and a half.

Thessaly in less than a month. A self-made 
man, of low origin, which he betrays in 
his alternately overbearing and obsequious 
manners, he has repeatedly endeavored to 
curry favor with the populace at Athens by 
offensive behavior, not merely to the king 
and to the crown prince of Greece, but also 
to the queen and princesses of the reigning 
family. 

Just at present intense irritation prevallis 
between Greece and the other Balkan states. 
Indeed, diplomatic relations have been sev- 
ered between the court of Athens and those 
of Bucharest and Sofia. M. Rhalli has 
imagined that he could take advantage of this 
situation to recover the premiership, in spite 
of the opposition of King George, the crown 
prince, and all the best element in Greek 
politica. Accordingly he went to Constanti- 
nople and submitted to the sultan and to his 
eounctl of state the following extraordinary 
proposal—namely: that if Turkey would con- 
sent to an alliance with Greece he would. with 
the aid of large subscriptions furnished by the 
Greek merchant princes of Constantinople, 
inaugurate a campaign in Greece against the 
present ‘Theotokis administration, and, after 
ite overthrow, cause crown and legislature to 
eonsent fo the alliance. According to the 
terms of the latter, Greece was to pledge her- 
self in the event of war between any of the 
Balkan states and Turkey to place at the dis- 
posal of the latter 150,000 Greek troops, the 
whole of the Greek fleet, as well as the larger 
ships of the Greek mercantile marine, for 
transport purposes. In return he asked that 
the porte should assent to the union of Cretg 
with Greece and that the Turko-Hellenic 
frontier should be rectified in accordance 
with the terms of the treaty of Berlin, by 
which the city of Janfna and the seaport of 
Prevesa should be ceded to Greece. 

— 


This audaclous offer was promptly turned 
down by the sultan and by his ministers, who, 
consisting almost wholly of military men, de- 
clared that the presence of 150.000 Greek 
troops would impede rather than aid a Turk- 
Ish army, since no reliance could be placed 
upon them; that moreover Greece could not 
put 150,000 men in the field; that she had no 
modern artillery, and that her cavalry was 
worthless. It was added that the Greek fleet 
had given the measure of its naval efficiency 
in the last war with Turkey, and that the 
offer of its cotiperation was, under the cir- 
cumstances, a mere joke. Rhalli has returned 
to Athens a sadder but not a wiser man, and 
the matter would not be worth mentioning 
were it not for the fact that he managed to 
get hold of the correspondents of some for- 
eign newspapers and to get a considerable 
amount of cable matter published in the for- 
eign press regarding the alleged conclusion 
of an alliance between Turkey and Greece.

A romance of the English peerage is re- 
called. by The Call of the Blood,” the new 
novel of Robert Hichens, which has just beer 
issued by Harpers. Indeed, one would be al- 
most tempted to believe that the novelist had 
sought his theme in the modern annals of 
the house of Norton, of which Logd Grantley, 
widower of an American wife (she was the 
daughter of Commodore W. H. MacVickar of 
the New York Yacht club), is the chief. His 
father, the late Lord Grantley, furnished, like 
the * Delarey in the Hichense novel, an - 
lustration of the evolution from English gen- 
tleman to Italian peasant. The late Lord 
Grantley, while stationed at Florence as sec- 
retary of the English legation there, suddenly 


‘resigned, cut himself adrift from friends, ac- 


quaintances, and relatives, withdrew alto- 
gether from society, and took up his residence 
in a peasant’s cottage on the island of Capri. 
He drifted into a sort of existence that was 
practically that of a Capriote fisherman, mar- 
ried the daughter of one of them, Maria Fe- 
derigo by name, aseociated exclusively with 
his wife’s people, whose picturesque cos- 
tume he adopted, and died on the island’ under 
tragic circumstances in 1884. His widow, a 
beautiful but totally fliterate woman, al- 


though she had become by her marriage an | 


English peeress of the realm, survived her 
husband for nearly twenty years without ever 
leaving the island of Capri, retaining her 
peasant dress and habits and living happily 
and contented among her kinsfolk.

Her son, the present Lord Grantley, was 
educated in England under the care of his 
grandmother, the celebrated Mrs. Norton, 
granddaughter of Richard Brinsley Sheridan, 
and who, as the Egeria of Lard Melbourne, of 
Lord Herbert of Lea, and öf other leading 
statesmen, played so notable a role in the 
English great world fifty years ago. Lord 
Grantiey’s sister, the Hon. Carlotta Chiara 
Norton, r ned with her peasant mother, 
was brought tip as a peasant, and still lives 
at Capri. 

Lord Grantley is now a man of 50, has fig- 
ured on several occasions in the divorce 
court as co-respondent, which indicates that 
he is disposed toward romance, and with Ital- 
lan peasant blood in his veins will probably 
one of these days answer the call of the 
blood, and, following the example of his 
father, will withdraw to Capri to spend the 
eventide of his stormy life among his moth- 
ers people as a Capriote coutadino and fish-

We have all heard of trust companies of 
every description—even unions among these 
would not seem a monstrosity in a unioniz- 
ing age—but it remained for Mr. Nelson 
Lloyd to organize, albeit only in fiction, 
“THE: ROBBERIES COMPANY, LTD.” 
(Scribners), with its full quota of directors 
and agents. This company was established 
on a well defined basis, the lines of its philan- 
thropic activity were drawn with no falter- 
ing hand; but we magnanimously leave the 
theory of its origin for the reader to ponder 
on. Let it suffice now to know that one of 
Its grave acts, a man rebirth in his manhood 
and a matrimonial union, is detailed here 
with skill. 

One evening Herberton Wade camé home, 
as he had many another night in the course 
of his thirty-odd years, but this night, after 
a few hours, he found himself bound hand 
and foot, a prisoner in his own house and by 
his own servants. Naturally he expected 
robbery, yet none was committed. He was 
merely held a prisoner, he was told, by 
“the Advanced Robberies Company, Lied.,“ 
and would be held so for a month, guarded 
day and night by an invisible guard—his 
conscience. In the meantime a report was 
given publicity of his engagement to an Eng- 
lish peeress and of his own serious illness. 
Of course, in the end Wade learns that his 
captors are fine men, that the company ts a 
good organization, to which he desires to 
belong, and that it harbors the girl he in all 
his bachelorhood has loved. 

We are threatened sometimes with floun- 
dering in the sea of principles upon which 
the company is founded, but. forgetting that, 
we can thoroughly enjoy the book. It is 
full of clever satire, wit, and humor, it is 
grotesquely pseudio-comic and preudo- 
tragic, and, above all. it is original. 


In“ PIONEERS OF PROGRESS the per- 
sonal equation is no small item, for Mr, T. 8. 
Bland has had almost no recourse to pub- 
lished biographies of his“ pioneers ’ save for 
the most meager data. The incidents he 
tells of, the anecdotes he relates were ac- 
quired through personal acquaintance. Abra- 
ham Lincoln makes a suitable’ head for the 
list, in which are included Grant, Wendell 
Phillips, Horace Greeley, Susan B. Anthony, 
Emerson, John Boyle O'Reilly. In these 
sketches—or what might they better be called 
there is no attempt to gather the incidents 
into a unitary whole, or to build up before 
the reader a single personality. If by chance 
we find our ideas of the several persons con- 
firmed, it le well, but it is not by any design 
of the author. Rather the book is that of 
4 man who in the seventy-odd years of an 
active and full life has come in contact with 
many people who have left a name, and he 
is proud of it, and perhaps justly.

As a prefatory essay to ECCLESIASTES 
IN THE METER OF OMAR” (Houghton- 
Mifflin),. William Byron Forbush has rewrit- 
ten an article which appeared some time ago 
in The Biblical World. In this he explains 
that Byron, Heine, Pascal, Ecclesiastes, and 
Omar Khayyam are all In the same category, 
but that Koheleth, as distinguished from the 
others, is moved by a world sorrow. Yet there 
is marked similarity between it and Omar. 
“ But Beclesiastes is much more austere than 
the Rubalyat,“ and Koheleth's pleasures, in- 
stead of fine indulgences, are more seriously 
taken; they were “ psychological experi- 
ments.” Though neither book has any mes- 
sage for the piously omniscient, they both 
make their appeal because they “ speak to 
men in their questionings.”’ 

It is hard to say how much Omar's popular- 
ity due to the ringing verses as we have it 
in Fits-Gerald’s translation; large part, we 
are inclined to think, when we compare them 
with the verses of Ecclesiastes as here given.

Such a 
character, no matter how well it may be 
played, cannot win sympathy and liking from 
an audience. Mrs, Bl does the part 
excellently, with admirable employment of 
histrionic light and shade, with ¢ a blitheness 
and ease in the lying episodes and a compell- 
ing dramatic strength in the emotional 
scenes, but she cannot make her hearers feel 
sorry for ner, or rejoice in er reconciliation 
with the husband. She lies so con tly and 
so uselesely that the auditor’s pa soon 
is exhausted. If there was any reason or 
any excuse for her deliberate falsifying some 
sympathy for her might be awakened. But 
there is no reason, no excuse, and, therefore, 
the woman soon becomes dispicable to every 
right minded spectator.

There is in The Truth” comparatively little 
of the verbal glitter and sparkle which here- 
tofore have been distinguishing fdctors in 
the success of Mr. Fitch’s plays, and there 
ig no sensational feature which justly may 
be considered a true Fitchery. The clever 
playwright seemingly has determined to be 
serious and just a little the problemist, and, 
while he has done much that is commendable, 
he has not at times escaped becoming a little 
prosy and a bit slow. 

The workmanship, too, is not quite up to 
the Fitch standard. Soliloquies are frequent, 
and all the characters save two are left whol- 
ly unaccounted for when the play ends.

tinued,

Secretary Shaw also announced he would

The banks will be required to make 
application for its retirement in order and the 
per cent of retirement from month to month 
ee determined by the treasury depart-

He 
was invited to do so not this year or last 
year, but several years ago, and the offer 
doubtlese is still open, though it has not been 
made for a long time. Those unacquainted 
with this matter might easily mistake Swift 
& Co.’s offer for one of a huge combination. 


Stock Certificate Tampering. 

With a view of preventing the altering of 
the denominations of stock certificates, the 
American Bankers’ association at the St. 
Louis convention adopted resolutions cov- 
ering the following points: 

To require all corporations whose stocks 
are listed on the New York stock exchange to 
issue their stocks in denominations of 100 
shares, 50 shares, 25 shares, 10 shares, and 1 
share; also requiring the number of shares 
to be made a part of the engraving in the 
same manner in which United States cur- 
rency is made, and to have the certificates 
made in different colors in order that they 
may be easily distinguished one from another 
and in this way eliminate the possibility of 
raising the amount on certificates of stock. 

The resolution was adopted through ke 
efforts of J. B. Newman of Tracy & Co. Mr. 


Newmen had an experience with an ap- 


parently regular certificate which had been 
raised from i1'share to 91 shares, and on this 
amount a loan was desired. It was mercly 
through accident that discovery was made 
that the certificate had been raised.
